Missoula,  Montana  may 
become  the  site  of  the 
Forest  Service’s  first  national  mu¬ 
seum.  The  effort  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  signing  of  a 
special  use  permit  granted 
the  National  Forest  Ser¬ 
vice  Museum  corporation 
a  36-acre  site  just  west  of 
the  Forestry  Sciences 
Laboratory  near  Missoula. 

Museum  members 
hope  to  construct  a  $8  mil¬ 
lion  building  on  the  site 
for  the  display  and  inter¬ 
pretation  of  Forest  Service 
memorabilia  and  to  dem¬ 
onstrate  forest  manage- 
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ment  techniques.  The  building,  projected  to  be 
100,000  square  feet  in  size,  will  also  house  an 
archives.  The  money  will  be  raised  from  both 
private  and  public  sources,  according  to  Gary  Brown, 
president  of  the  museum  group. 

Among  the  dignitaries  attending  the  formal  sign¬ 
ing  ceremony  on  April  22  in  Missoula  were  Regional 
Forester  Dave  Jolly,  Congressman  Pat  Williams,  D- 
Mont.,  and  Senator  Conrad  Burns,  R-Mont. 

In  speaking  to  the  audience.  Jolly  commented  on 
the  importance  of  the  museum  in  communicating 
Forest  Service  history  to  the  American  people.  This 
history  could  be  made  more  accessible.  Jolly  stated,  by 
circulating  portable  or  traveling  exhibits  produced  by 
the  National  museum  in  Missoula  to  other  Forest 
Service  museums  in  different  parts  of  the  country. 

Montana  Governor  Marc  Racicot  was  unable  to 
attend  but  wrote  of  his  support  for  the  museum,  which 
he  commented  “will  provide  us  all  with  access  to 
significant  people,  policies  and  events  that  have  greatly 
impacted  all  our  lives.”

It  was  quite  the  event.  Forest  Service  Chief 
Jack  Ward  Thomas  was  there,  as  was  the  chief  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  and  the  director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management.  In  fact,  seven  agency 
heads  were  present,  in  addition  to  representatives 
from  such  groups  as  The  Nature  Conservancy  and 
Center  for  Plant  Conservation. 

The  occasion  was  the  signing  of  a  new  Memo¬ 
randum  of  Understanding  among  seven  Federal 
agencies  to  foster  cooperation  in  management,  re¬ 
search  and  education  activities  for  native  plant 
conservation.  The  event  took  place  May  25  at  the 
U.S.  Botanic  Gardens  at  the  base  of  Capital  Hill  as 
part  of  National  Wildflower  Week  (May  23-29). 
This  week  serves  as  the  kickoff  for  Celebrating 
Wildflowers,  a  yearly  commemoration  highlight¬ 
ing  the  wildflowers  that  occur  on  the  Nation’s 
public  lands. 

Other  agencies  signing  the  MOU  include  the 
USDA  Agricultural  Research  Service  and,  within 
the  Department  of  Interior,  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management,  National  Park  Service,  U.S.  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service  and  the  National  Biological  Sur¬ 
vey. 

Additional  Federal  agencies  will  join  this  ef¬ 
fort  in  the  near  future.  Several  non-governmental 
organizations  will  also  sign  cooperator  forms,  in¬ 
cluding  The  Nature  Conservancy,  the  National  As¬ 
sociation  of  Conservation  Districts,  the  Soil  and 
Water  Society,  the  Flora  of  North  America  Project, 
the  Center  for  Plant  Conservation  and  others. 

The  MOU  is  part  of  an  emerging  national 
effort  to  promote  plant  conservation.  A  meeting  of 
about  70  botanists  was  held  this  spring  with  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  seven  signing  agencies.  Many 
other  state  and  private  organizations  that  work  on 
plant  conservation  issues  were  also  there. 

The  purpose  was  to  stimulate  a  public-private 
partnership  to  mobilize  agencies,  organizations, 
scientific  experts,  amateur  botanists,  native  plant 
societies,  and  garden  clubs  throughout  the  United 
States,  Canada,  Mexico  and  the  Caribbean  into  a 
cohesive  force  to  support  local,  national,  and  inter¬ 
national  habitat  conservation  efforts. 

The  MOU  is  one  part  of  this  initiative — to 
formalize  plant  conservation  cooperation  and  ob¬ 


jectives  among  the  agencies  concerned.  It  is  indeed 
a  very  important  step  for  native  plant  conservation.

....at  the  Custer  National  Forest 

Lithophragma  parviflorum?  Myosotis  alpestria? 
Lewisia  rediviva?  Nope,  they’re  not  tropical  dis¬ 
eases.  They’re  Latin  words  that  describe  in  almost 
poetic  terms  several  of  nature’s  most  glorious  cre¬ 
ations,  the  wildflower. 

In  a  celebration  of  Wildflower  Week,  May  23- 
27,  a  group  of  folks  at  the  Custer  National  Forest 
pooled  their  talents  to  honor  this  very  special  resi¬ 
dent  of  our  national  forests.  With  a  contribution  of 
wildflower  photos  from  the  Custer’s  seven  districts, 
and  the  help  of  our  biologist  and  botanists,  we  were 
able  to  assemble  a  colorful  collage  of  large  wild¬ 
flower  photographs  and  flower  history  in  the  Custer 
Supervisor’s  Office  main  lobby. 

So  what  is  Lithophragma  parviflorum?  It’s  also 
called  the  prairie  star,  a  beautiful  star-shaped  flower 
occurring  in  prairie  sagebrush  areas  to  9,000  feet. 
Myosotis  alpestria,  or  forget-me-nots,  are  tiny  flow¬ 
ers  of  brilliant  blue  found  in  moist  areas  at  high 
elevations.  Myosotis  means  mouse  ear  in  Greek, 
referring  to  the  shape  and  hairiness  of  some  species’ 
leaves.  And  Lewisia  rediviva,  or  bitterroot,  is 
Montana’s  State  flower  and  was  described  in  a 
journal  by  Meriwether  Lewis,  of  Lewis  and  Clark 
fame,  during  their  journey  across  Montana.  Rediviva, 
in  Latin,  means  brought  to  life,  descriptive  of  the 
plant’s  ability  to  revive  after  being  dried  for  weeks  or 
months. 

Wildflower  week  is  an  excellent  reminder  of 
the  great  diversity  of  plant  life  living  within  our 
national  forests.  The  display  is  open  during  business 
hours  and  copies  of  a  bibliography  are  available  to 
the  public  to  aid  in  publication  reference. 

So  during  your  next  stroll  through  your  local 
meadow,  take  time  to  learn  about  the  plant  life  living 
around  you — and  don’t  forget  to  smell  the  flowers.

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Forestry  MOU  Signed 
Between  U.S.  and  Russia 


The  Federal  Forest  Service 
of  Russia  and  the  USDA 
Forest  Service  have  agreed  to  coop¬ 
erate  in  the  protection  and  sustain¬ 
able  use  of  forest  resources  in  a 
memorandum  of  understanding 
(MOU)  signed  May  13  by  Forest 
Service  Chief  Jack  Ward  Thomas 
and  by  Anatoly  Pisarenko,  deputy 
chief  of  the  Russian  Federal  Forest 
Service. 

The  MOU  is  an  outgrowth  of 
both  countries’  belief  in  the  need  for 
long-term  cooperation  in  the  field  of 
forestry,  their  attaching  great  impor¬ 
tance  to  the  development  of  interna¬ 
tional  scientific,  technical,  and  eco¬ 
nomic  forestry  relations,  and  the  great 
importance  of  forests  in  the  global 
environment. 

Cooperation  under  the  MOU  is 
intended  to  contribute  to  the  solution 
of  such  forest  resource  management 
needs  as  reforestation,  protection 
against  forest  insects,  disease,  and 


fire,  and  the  forest  conservation  and 
sustainable  use  of  natural  resources. 
Cooperative  efforts  such  as  those 
that  recently  occurred  when  both 
countries  cooperatively  studied  and 
monitored  Asian  gypsy  moth  popu¬ 
lations  in  Russia  will  be  facilitated 
by  this  MOU. 

After  Russia  became  indepen¬ 
dent  in  1991,  the  United  States  and 
Russia  moved  quickly  to  reconfirm 
their  long-standing  cooperation  in 
the  areas  of  science  and  technology. 
This  cooperation  was  strengthened 
through  the  signing  of  a  scientific 
and  technology  umbrella  agreement 
in  December  1993,  and  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  scientific  and  technology 
committee  under  the  Gore- 
Chernomyrdin  Commission.  The 
forestry  MOU  is  one  of  several 
memoranda  of  understanding  to  be 
signed  under  the  science  and  tech¬ 
nology  agreement.

ees.  Winning  in  the  project  category 
was  Fish  Lake  Cabin,  located  in  the 
Powell  Ranger  District,  Clearwater 
National  Forest.  An  Orchid  also  went 
to  archaeologist  Cort  Sims,  of  the 
Idaho  Panhandle  National  Forests,  for 
Distinguished  Preservationist. 

Sims  was  honored  for  his  lead¬ 
ership  in  a  variety  of  preservation 
activities.  He  has  worked  with  the 
Kootenai  County  Historic  Preserva¬ 
tion  Commission  since  its  inception 
in  1985.  Under  his  tutelage,  numer¬ 
ous  projects  were  completed,  includ¬ 
ing  the  nomination  of  14  schools  in 


Fish  Lake  Cabin  in  Clearwater  National  Forest 


Kootenai  County  to  the  National  Reg¬ 
ister  of  Historic  Places;  the  restoration 
of  the  Fort  Sherman  Chapel;  and  the 
recognition  and  preservation  of  signifi¬ 
cant  sections  of  the  Mullen  Trail.  He 
has  also  been  a  consultant  to  other  com¬ 
munities’  preservation  projects. 

The  same  high  preservation  ethic 
and  perseverence  demonstrated  by  Cort 
Sims  can  be  seen  in  the  phased  restora¬ 
tion  of  Fish  Lake  Cabin.  Located  deep 
within  the  Selway-Bitterroot  Wilder¬ 
ness,  the  cabin  was  built  in  1933-34 
beside  a  pristine  lake  wedged  among 
rocky  cliffs.  The  original  building  was 
erected  at  the  site  in  1901  and  used  by 
early-day  Forest 
Service  rangers. 

From  1989- 
93,  every  other 
year,  a  rugged 
band  of  volunteers 
and  Forest  Service 
employees 
mounted  up  and 
rode  17  miles 
along  a  wilderness 
trail  to  reach  the 
cabin.  The  wilder¬ 
ness  location,  al¬ 
though  pictur¬ 
esque,  presented 
problems  for  the 
crews.  All  work 
had  to  be  done  with 
hand  tools  and  grunt  labor — man  and 
beast. 

In  1989  the  push  was  to  stabilize 
the  building  until  further  restoration 
could  be  completed,  mainly  replacing 
the  deteriorated  sill  logs.  The  cabin 
was  jacked  up  and  the  supporting  piers 
removed,  replaced  with  pads  of  river 
gravel  and  new  piers.  Each  sill  log  had 
to  be  hand-hewed,  set  in  place  and  the 
cabin  let  down  on  it  to  check  the  fit. 
Then  the  cabin  was  jacked  up  again 
and  the  log  reworked  until  it  fit  just 
right. 

The  work  in  1991  and  ’93  in¬ 
volved  installing  a  new  subfloor,  re¬ 


building  and  resetting  the  piers,  remov¬ 
ing  and  installing  new  hardwood  floor¬ 
ing,  scraping  and  repainting  all  win¬ 
dows  and  doors,  repairing  the  roof,  re¬ 
placing  a  few  small  deteriorating  logs 
and  applying  preservative  to  the  interior 
and  exterior  of  the  building.  Assisting 
in  the  ’93  efforts  were  members  of  the 
Region’s  Historic  Preservation  Team. 

The  work  on  the  cabin’s  restora¬ 
tion  was  coordinated  by  Dennis  Elliott, 
resource  assistant  for  Powell  Ranger 
District. 

The  restored  cabin  now  stands 
ready  for  continued  use  as  a  guard  sta¬ 
tion  and  as  a  monument  to  nearly  100 


years  of  Forest  Service  management  of 
the  area. 

The  awards  were  presented  May  7 
by  the  Idaho  Historic  Preservation  Coun¬ 
cil,  a  private  nonprofit  State-wide  pres¬ 
ervation  group  organized  to  help  stimu¬ 
late  interest  and  promote  understanding 
of  historic  preservation  activity  through¬ 
out  the  State.

exists  today.  The  Association  has  obviously  taken  it  upon  them¬ 
selves  to  help  provide  that  better  world,  not  just  for  themselves,  but 
for  all  to  enjoy.”

i  ll  ifty  pounds  of  hay  and  a  couple 

JBL  of  pounds  of  oats  fuel  Robert 
Clark’s  logging  operations  in  Hells  Canyon 
(in  the  Deerlodge  National  Forest). 

Two  Belgian  draft  horses,  named  Bill 
and  Bingo,  haul  logs  out  of  the 
remote  Third  Creek  drainage  the 
old-fashioned  way — one  tree  at 
a  time. 

Clark,  a  jack-of-all-trades 
who  lives  in  nearby  Waterloo, 
Montana,  recently  won  two  For¬ 
est  Service  contracts  to  log  in  the 
Highlands  just  outside  Silver 
Star.  He  was  the  only  bidder  on 
a  contract  specifically  designated 
for  horse  logging  and  then  made 
forest  history  by  outbidding  five  machine- 
equipped  loggers  last  week  for  a  second 
Federal  contract. 

Rick  Henningsen,  a  long-time  Federal 
forester  with  the  Butte  Ranger  District,  said 
Clark’s  venture  marks  the  first  use  of  draft 
horses  for  logging  on  the  Deerlodge  National 
Forest  in  many  years.  “The  smaller  sales  in 
isolated  areas  work  good  for  horses,” 
Henningsen  said,  “and  the  price  of  timber  has 
helped  horse  loggers.  Horses  can  be  a  pretty 
good  option." 

Clark  won  a  $792  bid  to  salvage  about 
125  felled  Douglas  fir  trees  totalling  6,000 
board  feet  of  timber  from  the  controversial 
Third  Creek  area.

cifically  for  bids  for  work  horses  to  perform 
the  labor  instead  of  the  mechanical  skidders 
usually  used  to  haul  logs.  Godbolt  said  the 
decision  was  a  practical  one  because  the  road 
just  inches  from  Third  Creek  is  eroding  and 
the  Forest  Service  had  received  calls  to  make 
use  of  the  felled  timber  without  jeopardizing 
the  important  rainbow  trout  fishery  down¬ 
stream. 

Clark  then  made  Forest  Service  history 
last  week  by  outbidding  five  machine  loggers 
for  the  contract  just  down  the  road  from  the 
Third  Creek  job.  He  offered  $4,640  or  $232 
per  1,000  board  feet  for  the  wood  and  will 
begin  logging  5  lODouglas  fir  trees  in  the  Bull 
Pen  area  next  month. 

Clark,  a  49-year  old  carpenter,  logger 
and  farmer,  said  he  worked  as  a  faller  with  a 
machine-logging  operation  before  finding 
himself  out  of  work.  He  then  got  a  job  driving 
a  team  of  horses  and  said  he  felt  a  new  pride 
in  his  work.  He  started  logging  with  horses  20 
years  ago  and  has  been  working  with  the  draft 
horses  ever  since.

The  Little  Missouri  National  Grass¬ 
lands  in  western  North  Dakota  con¬ 
tains  a  variety  of  habitats — aquatic,  riparian, 
and  woody  draws  being  the  most  important 
for  wildlife.  One  particular  landscape  is  etched 
with  a  perennially  flowing  stream,  a  rarity  for 
that  area. 

The  riparian  zone  created  by  the  stream 
has  suffered  some  degradation  since  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  cattle.  Thanks  to  an  agreement  reached 
this  spring  between  Amerada  Hess,  an  oil 
company,  and  the  Forest  Service,  this  area 


will  receive  greater  attention  and  protection. 

Funds  made  available  through  Amerada 
Hess  will  be  funneled  into  projects  based  on 
grazing  allotments.  Locations  that  have 
aquatic,  riparian,  and  woody  draw  habitats 
will  be  emphasized.  The  work  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  cooperation  with  livestock  permit¬ 
tees  interested  in  improving  the  condition  of 
their  allotments. 

Cooperation  with  livestock  permittees 
that  support  such  Forest  Plan  projects  will 
foster  better  long-term  management  on  the 


ground.  Fencing  out  these  vital  habitats  and 
regulating  livestock  use  will  result  in  better 
livestock  management,  hence  higher  quality 
habitats.  Improved  water  quality,  vegeta¬ 
tion,  fish,  small  mammals,  birds,  and  aquatic 
invertebrates,  should  all  benefit  from  the 
projects.
